Baggage Car Overturned. 


The fatalities were primarily due to 


the overturning of the engine and bag- 
gage car which toppled completely over 
•when they left the rails. Every other 
car of the seven comprising the train 
were derailed, but only the baggage car 
was overturned. 
• The tracks were badly torn up and 
traffic was blocked.
